Junior Colleges not only are in no 
wise inferior but are ever superior 
to the U niversity itself in m inister­ 
ing to the needs of Freshm en and 
Sophomores. 
He said, in part, th at this year 
the attendance

Junior College 
num bered 51 students. 
The E ast­ 
ern colleges rate courses as courses, 
and do not rate the colleges as in­ 
stitutions. 
The student here can 
get the first two years of any course 
including pre medical and law prep­ 
aration.
